LABOR AND STRIKES. 


The strike of the men employed in the 


Gould system of railroads which cen- 
ters in St. Louis, by which ten thousand 
men arc in idleness, five thousand miles 
of road ara lying useless, ir.id tho busi- 
ness ot five millions ot people is more or 


less interrupted, produce ti.stnt-j of things 
which.is remarkable not aloi.e for its pres- 
ent damage but tor its susxeHtiveiiBKH ot 
future trouble and disaster. 


Twenty years have seen great obangos 


iu tho condition of the laboring peop!e> 
particularly in our largo cities. And in 
the efforts to obtain tho improvements 
which have coma so rapidly ord which 
have been welcomed with joy, there has 
been but little opposition from any quar- 
ter. 
Tho sentiment which sustained 


this movement came from the universal 
approval ot tho people; which approval 
hos been embodied _m laws shortening 
the hours of labor; prohibiting ^.the em- 
ployment ot Dhildren; increasing the 
facilities i for universal education; prc- 
viding for the settlement of difficulties 
by arbitration; increasing the rosponsi 
bihtien of employes and by tho IhcusHnd 
and one other laws whose eua:tmont and 
whose tendency fur many years have 
been towards the protection oE tho labor- 
ing clatses-their greater comfort, hap- 
piness and intelligence ani the constant 
enlargement of their piivileges. 


The contract between their condHion 


&t the present time and forty years ago 
is marked and gratifying. 
In place of 


the ignorauce, squalor 
and genera 


absence of most ot tho elements which 
add to the delights of life, the average 
working man in our townn and cities is 
a resident of a comfortable home which 
IB decently furnished, and his family has 
necossaiy food and clothing; and the 
savings banks returns of tho country 
Bhow that, notwithstanding tho some- 
what pressing times of tho past year, their 
deposits havo been considerably aug- 
mented; a decisive evidence that the 
working classes have been constantly 
aoojmulatiag while unfortunately their 
employers have, perhup.1, been doing a 
losing business. 
When ia some casts 


these losses havn been large aud the pros- 
pacts hopeless tor a beneficial change, the 
employers have doubtless been compelled 
from a sense ot self protection, to cut 
down wages;but itis believed tliut wages 
have been advanced more frequently 
than they have been aimioished and 
generally at the expense of any prnflt by 
the employer. 


To the extent ot receiving reward for 


labor which will be consistent with n fair 
degree ot profit for the employer; ot 
having that protection to limb and health 
which is tho outgrowth ot latter-day 
civilization and ot being accorded those 
privileges tor intellectual improvement 
vrhieh aro the indispensable possession of 
every American citizen—to th&t extent 
the agitation ot this social question wil' 
ba aided, aud its solution favorable to 
ihe wage-workers will be approved by all 
classes of tho people. 


But tho strikes whnh uro now in 


progress have in their dtsign or execu- 
tion no purpose analogous _to the fore- 
going objects. It is a compLitut of the 
labor unions that capital has conspired 
to injure tho working man; but 111 this 
and similar instauces, these unions have 
united to destroy capital. And in tho 
effort to destroy capital they engulf 
iu a common ruin the immediate objects 
of their antagonism, their own iiomc-H 
and families and millions of people who 
have only a remote interest ia the cu- 
test. The

Weimar, too, ha9 lately established a "Ger- 
man Language Association," whose roll 
uf members includes all sorts and condi- 
tions of educated men—professors, clergy- 
men, 
teachers, officers, and so forth—the 


grand duke giving his especial protection. 
It is gratifying that this movement for 
Germanizing German is making such 
good progress.—Chicago Tribune.

ronising lotteries is gambling, and hun- 
dreds of dollars are sent out of this city 
annually for lottery tickets—all gift en 
terprisos, where each patron selects F 
number, and the lucky ono draws the 
prize, are gambling devices, onij our city 
abounds with. them. One perflon gets 
what scores, or perhaps hundreds have 
paid for as muoh as he has, In our city 
are carried on raffling, dire throwing; 
pool and poker playing; eardlplaying; for 
stakes—all gambling. All an attempt to 
get others' money without giving an 
equivalent. You try to rob others and 
others try to rob you. And .".II theso 
forms of gambling ore going on day aad 
night; Sundays and week days;;iu store-, 
offices, shops and private rooms m our 
city. And I am told there arj two ur 
three tull fledged, fitted up gambling 
dens, and that young men aud morrir<l 
men patronize them, aud that tho gam 
bling goes on nearly all night, and some- 
times until daybreak. I urn told that 
men have lost avory dollar they had m 
these places. 


THE SAD FKAT-CJIE. 


The sad thing about it all is, tho young 


men and boys are falling into 
this 


habit—all unknown, in 
most instances 


to their parents. 
Boye, I am informed, 


aro playing for the cigars, for candy; are 
betting, and baying lottery tickets; and 
some of them also, I am told, are already 
trying their hand at pool and dice.
